It was reported Wednesday that 
if legislators decide a plebiscite 
must be taken on the plan, “reason- 
able notice” of the plebiscite must 
be given before the vote of the 
electors can be taken. In the case | 
of a money bylew only enneiens!

given. As far as the Fortin plan is 
concerned, however, the agricul-

All windows 
were broken in the building and 
firemen chopped through the roof 
to turn hose nozzles on the fire 
from above. 


Fire in this building in 1912 was | 
rated as one of the most disastrous 


in Edmonton when one fireman 
lost his life and several others were 
injured when a wall blew out. 

Water damage in the present fire 
was sustained by all occupants of 
the lower floors and some sacks of 
grain stored on the fifth floor for 
Herman Trelle, world wheat king 
from Wembley, were harmed by 
smoke.

What is the conclusion? That if these were 
bona fide Social Credit measures, necessary to 
such a system, or preliminary to it, then 
clearly Social Credit is not adaptable to the 
conditions, habits and temperament of the people 
of Alberta, nor of even the members of the 
Social Credit party. That may not be the fact; 
but it is the conclusion to which this record of 
successive failures leads. 


CALL THE MAJOR? 

Through the smoke of battle the fact finally 
emerges that what the Loyalists and the Insur- 
gents on the legislative front are fighting about 
is the Securities Tax proposal. The Leftists are 
for it. The Rightists are against it. But both 
are emphatic in declaring they want Social 
Credit, and equally emphatic in declaring they 
know how to bring it into operation. 

To the neutral observer it seems rather plain 
that one group or the other is wrong. They 
cannot both be right. And neither will admit 
the other is or may be right. Then why not call 
in an umpire who is qualified to decide, and 
find out whether the Securities tax idea is the 
real Social Credit or only another substitute? 

It is impossible to be too particular in such 
matters, for there seem to be as many brands 
of Social Credit plans on the market as there 
are prosperity bonds outstanding. And, while 
Albertans are in the experimental mood, we 
really can’t try all the schemes offering and 
find out which one is workable—if any—by a 
system of cut-and-try 

Life is too short for that, and everybody 
would go broke in the process. Besides, there 
is another election due in three years and a half, 
and if the dividends are not going out regularly 
by that time there is going to be trouble. 

All signs seem to point in one direction— 
that of Major Douglas. The Major has been 
eccused of doing some neat foot-work when he 
was asked to come along and try to make his 
ideas function. Still, he must know what his 
ideas are, if anybody does, and whether the 
Securities Tax scheme would line up with them 
or wouldn't. Why not, when all else fails, as 
it seems likely to do, call in the Major and ask 
him what he thinks about the Securities tax?

In the human family, we find a great number 
of people who have a leaning toward the devel- 
opment of some kind of rheumatic disorder. Just 
as there are some having a tendency toward 
tuberculosis, and others having a tendency to- 
ward blood vessel disorders, so there are those 
who have the rheumatic tend- 
ency. Why some grow such 
good rheumatic soil and others 
grow such good tubercular soil 
has not been adequately éx- 
plained as yet; however doc- 
tors recognize that such spe- 
cial disease tendencies do exist.

It is in- 
teresting to note that many prominent medical 
authorities of today are coming to the point of 
view that arthritis represents a disease of the 
whole body, in which the main symptoms hap- 
pen to be seen in the joints. 

In other words, the fundamental rheumatic 
toxemia which is responsible for arthritis makes 
the whole body toxic and when these toxins 
irritate the joints, we have arthritis. Further- 
more, the relief of arthritis depends upon the 
removal of the primary cause. While local treat- 
ments given to the sore joints may make the 
patient more comfortable and may ease his pain, 
they do not bring lasting relief because they 
ignore the chief cause, which must always be 
found in this toxic state of the body. 


In considering how the rheumatic toxemia is 
produced, it is necessary to study the intestinal 
tract. Abnormal intestinal conditions such as 
fermentation of sugars and starches; the pres- 
ence of prolapsus, kinks and adhesions, with their 
resultant constipation; and the enervated state 
which deprives the intestines of the energy they 
need to do their work normally—any of these 
may help to produce that particular and definite 
kind of auto-intoxication from which rheumatic 
troubles come. 

The toxemia of te arthritic appears to be in- 
creased if he attempts to use much sugar or starch 
in the diet inasmuch as the rheumatic patient 
does not metabolize these foods efficiently with 
the result that injurious end-products remain to 
add a further burden. Practical experience will 
demonstrate that a heavy intake of these par- 
ticular foods will often act in a definite way in 
producing more joint soreness 

In addition to the primary cause which is a 
toxic cause, there are several contributing or 
exciting causes which may operate. The first of 
the contributing causes is focal infection and un- 
doubtedly in many instances, the presence of 
focal infections around the roots of teeth, in the 
sinuses, tonsils, gal] bladder, reproductive organs 
or colon, will serve as a secondary cause. Ab- 
norma! foot conditions may also serve to increase 
the arthritis, by acting as mechanical] causes. 
Obesity may operate as a contributing cause in 
some cases because the over-weight condition 
will throw too heavy a load upon sick joints. 

The exciting causes which serve to bring on 
the symptoms of arthritis are such causes as ex- 
posure to cold or wet. 

The exact reason why rheumatic toxins at- 
tack the joints of those having arthritis is still 
unknown, but evidently there is some factor 
operating in these patients which lowers the re- 
sistance of the joint tissues and makes it easy 
for these rheumatic poisons to settle in those 
parts. 

In tomorrow's article I will go on with the 
discussion of arthritis and will explain how the 
basic rheumatic toxemia may be eliminated 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mr. E. F. wants to know: “Can 
tuberculosis be inherited? If the mother has it, 
will the children invariably develop it?” 

ANSWER: Tuberculosis is not inherited, but 
the tendency to it, or a predisposition toward it, 
may be transmitted. Children appear to be less 
resistant to this infectious disorder than adults 
and for this reason it is wise to avoid the con- 
tinuous exposure of young children to tubercul]- 
osis. Of course exposure would be most likely 
when the children live in the same house with a 
patient having the disease. The child born of a 
tubercular parent, especially the child with a 
poorly developed chest, should be trained to live 
in such @ way as to bring about a better chest 
development and to create good general resist- 
ance. 

QUESTION: Bert E. asks: “In what way did 
mineral oil first come to be used?” 

ANSWER: One story of how it came to be 
used tells us that the Indians discovered that an 
oily film found on certain pools was of value as a 
laxative. This film was the result of crude 
petroleum from natural wells which had come to 
the top and formed an oily layer on top of the 
water. Mineral oi] as, now used is obtained by 
refining the crude petroleum.

The Passing Show

Two estimable readers who know more about 
the matter than myself have come to my rescue 
over a slip I made a week or two ago when 
writing about the plight of the stricken, starving 
and bombed inhabitants of Madrid. I said that 
contemplation of their Jot strained one's faith in 
a God of mercy. I might as loosely written it 
about the recent three days’ massacre of Ethio- 
pian youth by the Italian soldiery at Addis 
Ababa.
